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Action Already Planned If 
Fascist Forces F ail To Quit 
Spain At Close Of Civil War 


ROME, Jan. 26—Premier Mussolini raised cries of “Tunisia!” 
from a wildly cheering crowd of Fascists tonight by declaring 
Italians would “pass” again as they had in the conquest of Bar- 
celona. Referring to the Spanish government slogan “No Pas- 
aran,” Mussolini said, “We passed, and I say to you that we will 
pass.” A crowd estimated at 50,000 clamored for Il Duce until 
he appeared on the balcony of the Palazzo Venezia. He de- 
scribed the capture of Barcelona as a “splendid victory” and 
called it “another chapter in the new Europe we are creating.” 
The shouts for Tunisia, France’s protectorate in North Africa, 
were interspersed with cries also for the Island of Corsica. 


PARIS, Jan. 26.—Premier Edouard Daladier announced today France and Great 
Britain had agreed to take “the necessary sieps” to meet an Italian threat if the Fas- 
cist forces fail to leave Spain at the close of the civil war. The premier said precau- 
tions have already been taken to protect French and British communication lines in 
the Mediterranean where warships of the two powers now are on training cruises. 

Premier Daladier failed to explain exactly what measures were foreseen in case 
Italian expeditionary forces do not leave but official sources have already made known 
what some of these steps might be. They are French occupation of Spanish Morocco 
and joint British and French occupation of the Spanish government island of Minorca, 
adjoining the isle of Mallorca, alleged to have been converted into an Italian air base. 

Foreign Minister Georges Bonnet declared France’s differences with Italy might 
soon become a “question of force.” Referring to persistent Italian clamor for French 
colonial holdings, he said: “Difficulties may await us in the near future. We will face 
them with the courage of a people sure of its destiny. These difficulties have been an- 
nounced and foreseen. It is a question of force.” 


LONDON, Jan. 26.—Prime Minister Chamberlain called his chief ministers 
conference today immediately after word of the fall of Barcelona. They reviewed the 
European situation in the light of Spanish developments. This was also the subject of 


conferences at the foreign office between British leaders and the ambassadors of France | 


and government Spain. 
France was represented as fearing encirclement by the totalitarian powers of the 


Rome-Berlin axis, now that her northeastern, eastern and southern frontiers are dom- 
inated by Germany, Italy and insurgent Spain. 

The French also believe General Franco purposely will let the war drag on while 
Italian troops remain in Spain and Italy presses her demands for French territory.

If and when another war between maritime 
nations breaks out, the old method of camou- 
flaging ships with cubist designs will not be fol- 
lowed. It was a help, making it difficult for a

A DEBT TO THE camouflaging ships, buildings, 
CHAMELEON tanks, guns and men, has been 

invented. Instead of painting 
any moving object in the shade of its surround- 
ings, the French inventor of the new methdd of 
camouflage is copying the chameleon. Its color 
changes as the color of the surroundings change. 

How is it done! Patents indicate that the in- 
ventar uses complementary colors and shades of 
colors in such a way that colored rectangles, seen 
from a distance, blend into each other and into 
their surroundings, 

Hardest object to disguise—and impossible by 
any other method of camouflage—is a warship 
silhouetted against the horizon. The inventor 
claims that by his method, even this difficult feat 
is accomplished. In a demonstration for French 
and other naval experts, using mode! ships about 
twenty inches long, seen against different back- 
grounds—light blue, dark blue, gray, roseate, 
yellow and iridiscent—models treated with the 
new camouflage proved less visible than other 
camouflages in all lights. The new method uses 
to the full the powers of accommodation and 
adaptation, which the human eye possesses.
